New FCC System Means Quick 
License Grants 


From The ARRL Letter - 
The FCC’s new system to 
handle batch-filed amateur 
applications from Volun- 
teer Examiner Coordina- 
tors has cut processing 
time from hours to min- 
utes. The FCC inaugurated 
the more rapid amateur li- 
cense application process- 
ing system December 28—-slightly ahead of its original 
schedule. 


“Way to go, FCC!” said an enthusiastic ARRL-VEC Man- 
ager Bart Jahnke, W9JJ, after his office fed its first batch 
of license applications into the system. Jahnke says five 
dozen ARRL-VEC applications resulted in license grants 
about 52 minutes later. The W4VEC in North Carolina 
and Central America VEC also took advantage of the new 
system for the first time. 


Except for a two-hour window right after midnight each 
day, the speedy new system looks for VEC submissions 
each hour on the half hour. With FCC license grant pro- 
cessing now measured in terms of hours instead of days, 
the major factor now determining the time from exam to 
license grant is how quickly VE teams get their test re- 
sults to their VECs. 


The FCC has been estimating a processing window of up 
to 90 minutes, depending on volume and arrival time. Li- 
cense grant results should be available immediately on 
the Universal Licensing System Web site, http:// 
www.fcc.gov/wtb/uls, using the license search option. 


Applications processed by the FCC one day will appear 
in the public update (“zip”) files the following morning. 
Public call sign servers on the Internet should be able to 
update within 24 hours after FCC action—rather than the 
48 hours that’s been typical. 
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On-line filings from individuals, weekend filings and 
FCC-manually processed applications put into the hop- 
per during weekdays at Gettysburg will continue to be 
handled as have been. These are batched for midnight 
processing, and weekend filings will not queue up until 
Monday midnight.

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FCC Seeks To Require FCC Registration 
Number 


From The ARRL Letter - The FCC has proposed 
requiring that everyone it does business with ob- 
tain and use an FCC Registration Number—or 
FRN. Many amateurs registered with the Univer- 
sal Licensing System already have been assigned 
a 10-digit FRN by the Commission Registration 
System—or CORES. The FCC has not made FRN 
use mandatory, however. The FCC released a No- 
tice of Proposed Rulemaking (MD Docket 00-205) 
December 1. 


The FCC says requiring individuals and entities 
to obtain an FRN will help it to better track and 
manage the collection of fees. The FCC proposes 
requiring that FRNs be provided with any filings 
that require payment of a fee, such as the vanity 
fee for amateurs. 


The FCC is proposing to reject filings requiring 
an FRN that do not include the number. The Com- 
mission said its proposed rules “would make the 
use of the FRN mandatory in certain circumstances 
so that anyone not yet assigned an FRN or who 
has not yet obtained one must obtain one.” 


An individual does not have to hold an FCC li- 
cense to obtain an FRN. The FCC says the infor- 
mation collected by CORES includes the “entity 
name and type,” Taxpayer Identification Number 
or TIN—typically a Social Security Number for 
an individual, contact address and e-mail address. 
CORES information is not made public. 


Comments on the FCC rulemaking notice are due 
30 days from the date of publication in The Fed- 
eral Register. Reply comments are due by 45 days 
from the date of publication. 


The FCC began implementing CORES earlier this 
year. CORES registration eventually will replace 
Universal Licensing System, or ULS, registration. 
The FRN will co-exist with the Licensee ID Num- 
ber issued by the ULS, an FCC spokesperson said 
this week.

Buyers should 
have adequate funds available (no credit extended). 
Please do not sell items privately during the auction, 
since this is a club fund raising activity. 


All items must be removed from the meeting room at 
the end of the auction. 


2) Sign out an auction ID number card if you are 
buying or selling.

Second ARISS School Contact A Success! 


From The ARRL Letter — Students 
at the Armstrong Fundamental El- 
ementary School in Hampton, Vir- 
ginia, got to interview Space Sta- 
tion Alpha Commander William 
“Shep” Shepherd, KDSGSL, via 
Amateur Radio on January 5.The 
contact was the second successful Amateur Radio on the 
International Space Station—or ARISS—school contact. 


During the afternoon contact, about 10 students posed 
questions to Shepherd, who identified using the special 
NAISS call sign. On the ground and using the Virginia 
Air and Space Center’s KA4ZXW call sign, control op- 
erator Wally Carter, K4OGT, finally linked up with Shep- 
herd about four minutes into the scheduled 10-minute pass. 
Signals were somewhat noisy but readable. 


Students seemed fascinated with the effects of launch and 
space flight. Being launched from Earth into space felt 
like “someone standing on your chest,” Shepherd told 
Mandy, the first questioner. But after about eight minutes

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“Mother Of All Jamming Stations” 
Continues To Plague 40 Meters 


from The ARRL Letter — For some months now, regu- 
lar users of the 40-meter band have been plagued from 
time to time by strong, very broad, frequency-hopping 
signals that somewhat resemble a slow-scan TV trans- 
mission. The signals, it turns out, originate from jam- 
ming stations in the Middle East. 


“We know exactly what this is,” said ARRL Monitor- 
ing System Coordinator Brennan Price, N4QX. “This 
is a very high-power Iraqi jammer of a very high-power 
Iranian shortwave broadcast station.” 


The loud buzzing signals have been heard on the 40- 
meter CW and phone bands and have even been “spot- 
ted” on packet. The jammers occupy about 10 kHz of 
spectrum. 


Price says the shortwave broadcast station involved is 
The Voice of the People of Kurdistan, transmitted via 
The Voice of the Islamic Republic of Iran facility in 
Teheran. “The Iranian station has a daily transmission 
on 7100 kHz from the same facility, and Iraq has 
jammed that one also,” he says. 


Price explains that the Iranian station—which broad- 
casts anti-Saddam Hussein propaganda, hence the jam- 
ming—jumps frequencies several times each broad- 
cast in order to avoid the jamming. Unfortunately for 
40-meter users, the Iraqi transmissions follow. This 
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results in a situation where it’s hard to predict when 
the jammers might show up on a given frequency block 
or how long they’ll stay. 
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Price said that neither station is transmitting ici 
where it is supposed to be. “The Iranian and This IS a

Price says that such “politically motivated” 
intruders typically don’t disappear until the 
political situation changes. “The ‘woodpecker’ went 
away when the Cold War did,” he said. “This one will 
probably not go away until Saddam Hussein does.”

Shepherd told another questioner, who 
asked if he’d gotten dizzy or sick during launch that be- 
ing weightless was “a very nice experience.” He told an- 
other youngster that keeping food down in a zero-gravity 
environment was not a problem.
